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V. Part of cl Letter from Xfr Anthony vanLeu'wen- 
hoek, F. 0^. S. giving his ObferVatwis on tlx: late 
Storm. 

Delft, Jan. 8. 1704. N. S. 

I Affirmed in my Letter of the 3d of November laft paft, 
that Water may be fodafti’d and beaten againft the 
Banks and Dikes by a ftrong Wind, and divided into 
fuch fmall Particles, as to be carried far up into the Land- 
Upon the 8th of December, 1703. MS. We had a dread ¬ 
ful Storm from the South Weft, infomuch, that the Water 
mingled with fmall parts of Chalk and Stone, was fodafhfc 
againft the Glafs windows, that many of them were darke¬ 
ned therewith, and the lower Windows of my Houfe, 
which are made of very fine Glafs, and always kept well 
fcower’d, and were not open’d till 8 a Clock that Morn¬ 
ing, notwithftandtng that they look to the'North E'aft, 
and aonfequently flood from the Wind 5 and moreover, 
were guarded from the Rain by a kind of Shelf or Pent- 
houfe over them , were yet fo cover’d with the Particles 
of the Water which the Whirl-wind caft againft them, 
that in lefs than half an hour they were deprived of moft 
of their tranfparencv, and, forafrrmch as thefe Particles 
of Water were not quite exhaled, I concluded that it 
muft be Sea water, which the laid Storm had not only 
daiht againft our Windows, but fpread alfo over the 
whole Country. 

That I might be fatisfied herein, 1 Plow'd two fmall 
Gtafies, fuch as I thought moft proper to make my Qb- 
fervations with, concerning the Particles of Water that 
adhered to my Windows. 
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Preffing thefe Glaffes gently againft: ray Windows, that 
were covered with the fuppos’d Particles of Sea water, 
my Glades were tinged with a few of the faid Particles. 

Thefe Glades, with the Water I had thus collected on 
them, I placed at about half a Foot dirtance from the 
Candle, I view’d them by my Microlcope, reck’ning, 
that by the warmth of the Candle and my Face together, 
the Particles of the (aid Water would be put into fuch a 
motion, that they would exhale for the moft part, and 
the Salts that were in ’em would be expos d naked to 
the fight, and lb it happened 5 for in a little timea great 
many Salt Particles did, as it were, come out of the Wa¬ 
ter, having the Figure of our common Salt, but very 
final], becaufe the Water was little, from whence thofe 
fmall Particles proceeded 5 and where the Water had 
lain very thin upon the Glals, there were indeed a great 
number of Salt Particles, but fo exceeding fine, that they 
almoft efcaped the Sight thro a very good Microlcope. 

From whence I concluded, that thefe Glafs. windows 
could not be brought to their former luftre, but by walh- 
ing them with a great deal of Water 3 for if the Air were 
very clear, and the Weather dry, the watry Particles 
would loon exhale, but the Salts would cleave fall: to the 
Glals, which faid Salts would be again dilfolv’d in moilfc 
Weather, and fit like a Dew or Mill upon the Windows. 

And accordingly my People found it when they came 
£0 walhthe afore-mentioned lowerWindows of my Houle* 
but as to the upper Windows where the Rain had beat 
againft: them, there was little or no Salt to be found Hick-- 
ing upon that Glafs. 

Now if we confider what a quantity of Sea water is 
fpread all over the Country by fuch a terrible Storm, 
and confequently how greatly impregnated the Airiswith 
the lame 3 we ought not to wonder, that lucha quantity 
of Water, being moved with fo great a force, fhould do 
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fc much mifchief to Chimneys, tops of Houfes, <&c. noi 
to mention the damages at Sea. 

During the (aid Storm, and about 8 a Clock in the 
Mornhig, I caft my Eye upon my Barometer, and obferv’d, 
that I had never feen the Quick-filver fo low3 but half an 
hour after the Quick-filver began to rife, tho the Storm 
was not at all abated, at lead to any appearance 5 from 
whence I concluded, and faid it to thole that were about 
me, that the Storm would not laft long 3 and fo it hap¬ 
pened. 

There are fome that affirm, that, the fcattering of this 
Salt water by the Storm will do a great deal of harm to 
the Fruits of the Earth 3 but for my part I am of a quite 
different opinion, for I believe that a little Salt fpread 
over the furface of the Earth, efpecially where it is heavy 
Clay-ground, does render it exceeding Fruitful 3 and fo it 
would be if the Sand out of the Sea were made ufeof to 
the fame purpofe. 


Vart of a tetter from Mr Anthony van Leu wen- 
hoek, F. R. S. concerning the Figures of Sand,

I Take the liberty again of fending you the following: 
Obfervations 

I remember I have formerly affirmed of Sand, that you 
cannot find in any quantity whatfoever two Particles 
thereof, that are entirely like each other, and tho per¬ 
haps in their firft Configuration they might be alike, yet 
at prefent they are exceeding different 3 the Sand efpe¬ 
cially that we make ufe of is obnoxious to fo great altera¬ 
tions, that it would be a wdnder, if even in its fmalkft 
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
